DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art Miya et al. (US Patent No. 6,351,458 B2) hereinafter referred as 
Miya in view of Dent (US Patent No. 6,680,928 B1) hereinafter referred as Dent Fail 
individually and combined to anticipate or render obvious the claim combination of the 
apparatus/method for a multi-carrier CDMA system that transmits a signal by spreading 
the signal on a plurality of sub-carriers. The noted prior specifically fails to teach 
weighting factors from which a signal having a maximum eigenvalue is extracted when 
a radio reception apparatus decomposes a matrix into eigenvalues using a spreading 
factor as the size of the matrix based on channel estimation value information for each 
sub-carrier.
